Enraged by Reprimand, the 
Negro Fired the Bungalow 
and Brained the Occupants 
as They Came Rushing 
Out. 


Spring Green, Wis., August 15.—A 
mad negro, armed with a hand ax, to- 
day ended the romance of Mamah Bou- 
ton Borthwick, formerly Mrs. Edwin 
H. Cheney, of Oak Park, Ill., and Frank 
Lioyd Wright, wealthy Chicago archi- 
tect, with whom she has lived as wife 
eince 1911. 

Setting fire to the elaborate bunga- 
Wright .for Mrs. Borth- 
wick here after his estrangement from 
his wife, the negro stood outside and 
attempted to brain Mrs. Borthwick 
and eight other occupants of the buitld- 
ing, members of the family and em- 
ployees, as they fled from the flames. 
He ended Mrs. Borthwick’s life and 
the lives of three others, probably 
fatally injuring two and seriously 
wounding the remainder. 

Mrs. Borthwick is said to have rep- 
rimanded the man, Julian Cartton, chef 
fn her kitchen. He brooded over this, 
ft is thought, and became insane. 


Carlton disappeared after the killing, 


but after a search of several hours 
had been made for him, reappeared and 
He was hurried into an 
automobile and rushed to the Iowa 
county jail, 18 miles away.

Carlton, with his wife, had been in 
Wright's employ about four months, 
coming here from Chicago. Carlton’s 
wife was found dazed after the trag- 
edy, walking along the highway, and 
was taken into custody. She denied 
participation in the affair. 

Displayed Fiendish Ingenuity. 

The negro displayed fiendish inge- 
muity in arranging his victims for the 
Blaughter. All were in the dining room 
when he lighted a rug soaked in gaso- 
line in front of the door, according to 
William Weston, the least seriously 
hurt. In a moment the room was in 
flames. But means of egress, a win- 


dow, was left. 

Mrs. Borthwick was fhe first to put 
her head through the window. The 
negro, waiting outside, struck her 
down with one blow, crushing her 
skull. He then dragged her body out 
and waited for the next. Little John 
Cheney followed. His head was split 
open. Then Burdell fell. 

“As each put his head out,” said 
Weston, “the negro struck, killing or 
stunning his victim. I was the last. 
The ax struck me in the neck and 
knocked me down, but left me con- 
scious. I got up and ran, the negro 
after me. Then I fell and he hit me 
again.” 

Bungalow in Flames. 

By this time, Weston, said, the bunh- 
galow was in flames. Neighbors ap- 
peared and later officials of the town. 
A search was made for Cariton an4 
his wife. The woman's apprehension 
soon followed, but no trace of her hus- 
band was found. 

The fire was confined to the bun- 
galow, and when it had been controlled, 
neighbors, many of whom formerly had 
been bitter against Mrs. Borthwick, 
joined the posse in search of the mur. 
derer. 

Word reached here tonight that 
Wright: had left Chicago for Spring 
Green. He had not been here since 
Tuesday, when he left for Chicago.

WITH WAR RAGING, 


ROOSEVELT SUURES 
ARBITRATION PACTS 


Nearly Half of the Colo- 
nel’s Political Speech in 
Connecticut Devoted to 
the European Conflict. 


Hartford, Conn., August 15.—Nearly 
half the political speech Colonel Roose- 
velt delivered tonight before the pro- 
gressive state convention here was de- 
voted to a discussion of the cataclysm 
that has engulfed Europe in war. If 
the Monroe doctrine had not been stead- 
fastly maintained, he said, the United 
States in all probability would have 
been drawn into the struggle. 

“Africa, south of the equator,” he 
said, “is being drawn into the fight, 
although without any interest in it. 
We would have been drawn in the same 
way if it had not been for observance 
of the great principle the Monroe dcc- 
trine contains—the principle that this 
continent shall not be treated as a 
place for territorial aggrandizement by 
old world powers. 

Attacks Arbitration Treaties. 

“The peace of the western hemisphere 
largely depends on the preservation of 
this doctrine. It is for this reason I 
feel that arbitration treaties now pend- 
ing in the senate would, if adopted, 
be inimical to the interests of the 
Untted States and of peace. 

“Under the proposed treaties if, as 
a result of this war, Denmark or Hol- 
land should part with their islands in 
the West Indies to some great old 
world power, or if at some future time 
Mexico should part with Magdalena 
bay to some old world power, we would 
be bound to join in the creation of a 
commission to investigate all the mat- 
ters at hand before we could take any 
action. 

“Within a fortnight we would have 
had fresh proof of the utter worth- 
lessness of treaties, of names signed 
to pieces of paper, unless backed by 
force, if power or interest demands this 
violation. 

“These proposed arbitration treaties 
would not be worth the paper on which 
they were written if any great mili- 
it could violate 
them with Impunity. We would have 
bound ourselwes to wait a year or s0 
while a joint commission pursued its 
weary courses of investigation, and 
during that time an old world mili- 
tary power, if it desired to retain its 
new possessions, could make a Gibral- 
tar of one of our West Indian islands, 
or of Magdalena bay, and it could 
then defy us to turn it out save at 
the cost of war, which might be as 
dreadful as any now raging.” 

Wilson Administration Attacked. 


In resolutions adopted at a meeting 
prior to the arrival of Colonel Roose- 
velt, Connecticut progressives reaffirm- 
ed their allegiance to the principles of 
the national platform, indorsed Theo- 
dore Roosevelt for the presidency, con- 
demned the democratic national admin- 
istration as “disastrous to the inter- 
declared it would 
be “a calamity and a disgrace to our 
state if our people, fn the just effort 
to rebuke democratic incompetency, 
were left with no alternative except 
to vote a restoration of power to the 
discredited and machine-ridden repub- 
lican organization,” and favored a per- 
manent, non-political tariff commission.

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MEXICANS CHEER 
AS REBELS MARCH 
INTO THE GAPITAL 


General Obregon, at Head 
of His Army, Takes Peace- 
ful Possession of Mexico 
City. 


AMERICAN FLAGS FLY 
BESIDE MEXICAN COLORS 


City Was Decorated for the 

Occasion — Gen. Carranza 
to Enter Shortly and As- 
sume Presidency. 


Mexico City, August 16.—The national 
capital tonight ie in the hands of the 
constitutionalists. General Obregon 
marched in with his army and took 
peaceful possession of the city late 
today. The citizens greeted him and 
his soldiers with cheers. The evacu- 
ation by the federals has been com- 
pleted, and constitutionalist troops are 
quartered in the barracks which the 
government soldiers recently occupied. 

Eight special trains will leave for 
the front tomorrow, carrying a recep- 
tion committee to welcome General 
Carranza, first chief of the constitu- 
tionalists, who will assume the presi- 
dency as soon as.he enters the capital. 

City Was Decorated. 

With the resignation of military gov- 
ernores of the states of Chiapas, Vera 
Cruz, Tabasco, Campeche and Yucatan 
the last vestige of the old regime will 
disappear. 

The city was decorated today for the 
occasion. For the first time in many 
months American flags flew beside the 
Mexican colors. Tes early packed 
the streets, along Which it had been 
announced the constitutionalist troops 
would pass. After six hours of wait- 
ing, the people were rewarded by see- 
ing the front ranks of the*main force 
of General Obregon’s army swing into 


the Paseo de La Reforma and com- 
mence the march toward the national 
palace. 

As the cavalry, artillery and in- 
fantry passed the crowds’ cheered. 
Balconies, roofs and sidewalks were 
densely crowded from Chapultepec 
Castle to the national palace, a dis- 
tance of three miles, and the recep-

Paris, August 15.--(6:50 p. m.)-—Con- 
ditions under which the great battle 
between the Germans and the allied 
forces probably will be fought are made 
the subject of an official communica- 
tion, issued by the French minister 
of war today. By its development and 
the nature of the ground over which 
the battle will be waged, the commu- 
nication says, this vast engagement 
will differ profoundly from battles of 
other time. 

“By reason of the abandonment of 
the attack which the Germans planned 
against Nancy,” says the communica- 
tion, “our concentration has been car- 
ried out with regularity And in its en- 
tirety, and thus the whole of the French 
army will battle with the whole of the 
German forces with the exception of 
those German troops concentrated on 
the eastern frontier of the empire. 

“The violation of the neutrality of

“It is this enormous extension of the 
effectives and of front which will char- 
acterize the battle, and it will be pro- 
foundly different from all other bat- 
tles.

Twelve trains, carrying guns, muni- 
tions and forage, aided the army in- 
vestment.

Germany Announces Her Purpose 
To Wage a War of Extermination 


London, August 15.—(8:50 p. m.)—The correspondent of the 
Exchange Telegraph company in Rome says a message from Berlin 
asserts that Germany has sent to France and Belgium, throngh 
neutral powers, a note stating that reports received from the German 
army leave no doubt that France and Belgium have organized a 
popular war against Germany, in which private citizens, not wearing 
uniforms, are firing on German troops. 

Germany gives notice that from today every Belgian or French 
private citizen who fires on German troops, or tries to interfere with 
communications between the army of the invasion and the rear 
guard, or to interfere in any way with the advance of the German 
army, will be shot. The note adds that ‘if the war thus assumes a 
brutal character it will be the fault of France and Belgium and not 
Germany. 


Germans Claim Victory Over French 


New York, August 15.—A dispatch from German official sources 
in Berlin was received here today via Savville, L. I., wireless station, 
as follows: 

“The Seventh French Army corps and an army division from 
Belfort, which had invaded upper Alsace, were defeated vesterday 
by German troops near Muelhausen.” 

The dispatch, somewhat mutilated by poor transmission, indi- 
cated that French entrenchments were taken at the point of the 
bayonet. 


German Front Carried by French 


London, August 16.—(4:05 a. m.)—-The Paris Temps, accord- 


ing to a Reuter dispatch, thus summarizes the military situation: 

“The German forces stretch from Liege to the. Muelhausen dis- 
trict, with marked density north. Their front seems to follow the 
“course of the Orthe river, then the frontier, which is crossed at 
Longwy and Circy. A large part of this front has been brilliantly 
carried by the French and the German columns are falling back. 
They left behind many dead and wounded, in addition to pris- 
oners. 

“In upper Vosges, the French troops also continue to make 
progress, and the Germans are retreating.” 


French Drop Bombs on Metz 


Geneva, Switzerland, August 15.—(Via Paris, 10:30 p. m.)— 
Two French aeroplanes flew from Verdun, in the department of 
Meuse, to Metz, where two bombs were dropped on the building 
in which Zeppelin airships were housed. 

The aerpolanes returned safely, although 200 cannon shots were 
fred at them. A German aeroplane has been captured near Bouil- 
lon, Luxemburg, with two officers, one of whom was wounded.

London, August 15.—(12:10 p. m.)—A dispatch from Namur, 
Belgium, to The Times says a German aeroplane flew over that 
city last evening and dropped several bombs. Five men were 
wounded, one of them being horribly mangled by the explosion 
of the missiles.

MANY GERMAN SPIES, 
EYECUTED AT LIEGE 


They Were Shot Before City 
Fell Into the Hands of 
the Invaders. 


Tondon, August 16.—(4:50 a. m.) 
The Daily Telegraph's Rotterdam cor- 
respondent that many German 
spies were executed in and about Liege 
before that city fell into the hands of 
the Germans. He states that the rep- 
resentatives of a local newspaper who 
has just returned from the scene of 
the fighting, relates the following: 

“The day before the Germans took 
the city it was reported that a parts 
of English officers was arriving, 
whereat there was great rejoicing. 
But soon the cries of joy were turned 
into execrations for the nine men who 
were walking about the city in Eng- 
lish uniforms, spoke English with a 
pronounced German accent. Their 
identity was proved and all pald the 
customary penalty of spies. That same 
evening four women excited the sus- 
picion of the police owing to the un- 
size of their hands and the 
breadth of their shoulders. Inquiry 
showed that they were German aples, 
whereupon they were shot. 

“The next day after brief negotia- 
tions with representatives of the Ger- 
man general, the local authorities 
agreed to allow the Germans to enter 
the town upon condition that there be 
no bombardment or destruction of 
property. The ‘gas works and sevéral 
factories previously had been de- 
stroved. 

“The Bebkvian Lancers are using car- 
rier pigeons to inform the forts of 
the German movements.”

WAR TRAIN PREPARED 
FOR GERMAN EMPEROR 


London, August 15.—(1:35 p. m.)—The 
German emperor’s war trainis de- 
scribed by a refugee just escaped from 
Germany. The train is tntended for the 
use of the emperor and his war staff, 
and consists of dining, council and 
sleeping cars, added to which are well- 
fitted boxes for his majesty’s chargers 
and his motor car.

To Insure All Shipping Risks 


George Beveridge, of Decatur, has re- 
ceived the August 5 issue of The York- 
shire Post, England's leading financial 
newspaper, which was published on 
the day after the declaration of war, 
and contains a report of the speech 


| of Lioyd-George, chancellor of the ex- 


chequer, to parliament, stating that the 
government of Great Britain stands 
ready to insure 80 per cent of the ship- 
Ping risks of English vessels to all 
per cent. 

Mr. Beveridge considers it signifi- 
Cant that the English government has 
already taken ‘this step, inasmuch as 
it has announced that the Atlantic is 
now open to commerce, and believes 
that the cotton growers of the south 
should feel much relieved over this ac- 
tion of the English government. “This, 
I believe,” says Mr. Beveridze, “guar- 
antees the delivery of the south’s cot- 
ton to the markets of the world.” 

Mr. Beveridge is also inclined to be 
optimistic of the condition of maritime 
commerce on account of the fact that 
the newspaper which he received was 
not delayed a single day in transit, 
although it left England after war had 
been declared.

Washington, August 15.—The state 
department today made public. the 
German proclamation as to contra- 
band of war.

As regards both absolute and con- 
ditional] contraband, Germany gives 
notice that. she will apply the pro- 
visions of the declaration of London 
provided other belligerents do not dis- 
regard them.

The declarations of other belliger- 
— regarding contraband have not 
een received, but it is assumed they 
will, in the main, follow those of Eng- 
land and Germany. 


Seizure of Vessels and Cargoes. 
Regarding the seizure of vessels and 
eargoes, Solicitor Johnson’s statement 


Bays: 

"Vessels flying the flag of one of 
the belligerents are subject to seizure 
and confiscation by the opposing 
belligerents. Contraband of war on 
board of such vessels, is of course, 
subject to confiscation, though the 
property of a neutral. 

“Goods not contraband, belonging to 
a neutral aboard a captured vessel are 
subject to delay and interruption con- 
sequent wpon the seizure of the ves- 
gel, but not to confiscation upon man- 
ifestation of neutral ownership and 
the non-contraband character of the 
goods. 

“When a vessel containing cargo of 
a citizen of the United Ststes is cap- 
tured and is carried before a _ prize 
court. as it will be presumably, he 
should give notice of his claim of 
property to the prize court authorities 
and,be prepared to furnish proof of 
his S6wnership and the non-contraband 
character of his goods. 

“Goods of a neutral, not contraband 
of war, shipped on a neutral vessel, 
are not rightfully subject to seizure 
or interference by any of the belliger- 
ents and it is not presumed that the 
vessels of neutrals carrving only non- 


* seontraband cargoes will be interfered 


with.” 
German Contraband Declaration.

Alleged That German War- 
ships Acted in High-Handed 


Manner in Turkish Waters. 


London, August 15.—(11:49 p. m.)— 
A Malta dispatch to the Reuters’ Tele- 
gram company says the German cruis- 
ers Goeben and Breslau were pursued 
by British warships until they ac- 
tually entered the Dardanelles. 

The Mitylene correspondent of the 
Reuter Telegram company, who has 
just returned to his post after spend- 
ing five days in the Dardanelles aboard 
the Itallan steamer Romania, which the 
Turks are detaining in hope of induc- 
ing her officers to surrender her cargo 
of flour, sends the following dispatch:

The rumor was circulated 
that she had been purchased by Tur- 
key, but she was seen in the Sea of 
Marmora Thursday flying the German 
flag. The Breslau, also flying the Ger- 
man flag, was in the Dardanelles 
Thursday. 

“According to reliable information the 
porte apologized to the powers for the 
arbitrary proceedings, but no explana- 
tion was forthcoming as to why the 
cruisers were flying the German flag.

The Fertilizer Attack 


In a card headed, “Judge Nat E. Harris Worked. 


and Voted Against Georgia’s Farmers,” the point is 
made that Judge Harris voted against the Ray Fer- 
tilizer Bill, when he was in the Legislature of 1882- 
83. In this card the amazing statement is made that 
“There was no inspection law then in force to pro- 
tect” the farmers of this State. 

This statement is untrue. By the Act of 1874 it 
was made unlawful to sell or offer for sale in this 
State any fertilizer before the same had been in- 
spected and analyzed. 

Supplement to Code of 1873, Sec. 245 and 246; 
Georgia Laws 1874, pp. 7 and 8. 

By the Act of 1877 all fertilizers were required 
to be branded vith the true analysis thereof. It 
was made a misdemeanor for any person to offer 
for sale or distribution in this State fertilizers 
without having a brand or tag attached showing 
the analysis thereof. 

This analysis was made a guaranty by the man- 
ufacturer or seller that the fertilizer contained the 
ingredients indicated thereby and the percentages 
thereof therein named. 

Supplement to Code of 1873, Sec. 247, 248 and 
249; Georgia Laws 1877, p. 37. 

A perusal of these statutes will completely 
demonstrate the falsity of the statement in this 
card that there was no inspection law in force in 
this State in 1882-83 to protect the farmers against 
worthless fertilizers. 

The Ray Bill provided that although the fertil- 
izer had been inspected and analyzed, and notwith- 
Standing the fact that it contained the ingredients 
and came up to the analysis, which the seller guar- 
anteed, the buyers of such fertilizers could still 
plead failure of consideration and get out of paying 
for the very thing for which they contracted and 
which they got. This was the Ray Bill. 

Judge Harris voted against this bill because he 
thought it was wrong for a person to get exactly 
what he bought and then be permitted to plead that 
the thing so bought was worthless. 

A distinguished crowd of Georgians voted with 
him against this bill. Among them were C. L.

Robert Falligant, afterwards Judge of the Eastern 
Judicial Circuit; Colonel W. H. Hulsey, former 
Ordinary Fulton County; Colonel Z. T. Zachry, 
a distinguished soldier and farmer, of Henry Coun- 
ty; Dan W. Rountree, Thomas Paulk, Dennis 
Paulk, H. M. McIntosh, H. A. Jenkins, Major C. E. 
McGregor, now member of the State Senate of 
Georgia; W. L. Peek, one of the most distinguished 
farmers in the State; M. P. Reese, C. A. Robbe, C. 
R. Pringle, the great prohibition leader and farmer:

It is also alleged that “Judge Nat E. Harris, Ma- 
con’s Candidate for Governor, Worked and Voted 
to Increase Georgia's Legal Rate of Interest from 
8 to 12 per cent.” 

Without explanation this charge is calculated to 
injure Judge Harris. In 1881 there was an acute 
depression and panic in this country. There were 
no banks then in the rural districts. Farmers had 
to pay 8 per cent interest and 20 per cent commis- 
sions in Order to obtain loans, making the money 
cost them 28 per cent per annum; and it was almost 
impossible to get money even at these exorbitant 
rates.

tier, and Tilsit.

AMERICAN SYMPATHY 
SOUGHT BY GERMANY 


London, August 15.—(3:05 a. m.)— 
A Marconi wireless dispatch from offi- 
cial sources at Berlin dated Friday 
gives an interview with the German 
imperial chancellor, Dr. Von Bethmann- 
Holweg, who represented the War as 
a life and death struggle between the 
Germans and Russians arising from 
the assassination of Archduke Francis 
Ferdinand and his wife, declared that 
England avails herself of a long- 
-‘awaited opportunity to begin a war for 
the destruction of the commercially 
prosperous Germany. 

“It is with a heavy heart,” said the 
chancellor, “that we see England 
ranged among our opponents, notwith- 
stdnding the close ties of blood and 
culture between England and Germany. 
The former placed herself on the side 
of France, whose insatiability and bar- 
baric insolence helped this war, in or- 
der to humiliate and suppress the Ger- 
man race by Russian pan-slavism. | 

“We expect that the sense of justice 
of the American people will enable 
them to comprehend our situation. We 
invite their opinion as to the one- 
sided English representations, and ask 
them to examine our point of view in 
an unprejudiced way. 

“The sympathy of the American na- 
tion then will He with German cul- 
ture and civilization which is fighting 
against a half Asiatic and slightly cul- 
gured barbarism.”

United States Notifies the 
European Powers Ships 


| Chartered to Repatriate 


Americans Will Be Re- 


garded as Neutral. 


Washington, August 15.—The United 
States government has notified the 
powers of Burope that it will regard 
as neutral “ships chartered for the 
sole purpose of repatriating American 
citizens stranded in WBurope,” and has 
asked the belligerent governments for 
a declaration on the subject. 

The announcement follows: 


“The state department has _ issued 
instructions to its diplomatic repre- 
sentatives in Europe to notify the dif- 
ferent governments to which they are 
accredited that this government will 
regard ships chartered for the sole 
purpose of repatriating its citizens 
who are now etranded in Europe, due 
to the lack of transportation facili- 
ties resulting from the war, as neu- 
tralized under the principles of in- 
ternational law and as coming within 
the meaning of article 4, of The 
Hague convention in 1907, having to 
do with the rights of capture in naval 
warfare of neutralized vessels that are 
charged with a philanthropic mission. 
The different European governments 
have been asked for declarations to 
this effect.” 


To Neutralize Refugee Ships. 
The government took this position, 


it is believed, after indications from. 


some of the belligerent powers that 
Ships bearing Americans would not be 
molested. 

Dispatches from Berlin today said 
the German government would en- 
deavor to neutralize any vessel bear- 
ing refugee Americans, and it is 
known the Austrian government has 
sought definite assurance that other 
powers would regard as neutral Ger- 
man-owned ships now in Austrian 
ports ready to take Americans home. 
No objection is expected from Eng- 
land or France and state department 
officials look on the success of the 
project as assured. 

Article 4 of The Hague -conven- 
tion, to which the European powers 
are signatories, says: 

“Vessels charged with 
scientific or philanthropic 
are exempt from capture.’ 

This includes. foreign refugees, in 
the opinion of the American goyern- 
ment. With the neutralization of 
ships owned by belligerents and with 
the facilities previously provided for 
the relief of Americans, the problem 
of bringing Americans home from Eu- 
rope is believed to have been solved. 

The most immediate need of ships 
is in German ports. Americans who 
have been detained in Germany be- 
cause of lack of railway facilities 
during the period of mobilization can 
now leave. 

Announcement by Bryan. 

The following announcement was 
made in this connection by Secretary 
Bryan tonight: 

“The department of state has re- 
ceived cable advices from the Ameri- 
can ambassador at Berlin that the 
German government is permitting 
American citizens to leave the empire 
as fast as train service is restored. 
and even if that government block- 
ades any port, Americans will be al- 
lowed to leave.”

The demands of stranded Americans 
for ready money have been relieved 
somewhat. Banks now are honoring 
letters of credit held by American 
travelers. In cases of Americans 
without letters of credit American 
ambassadors, ministers and consuls 
are extending assistance. The  de- 
posits of money with the treasury and 
state departments and the sub-treas- 
uries in other cities to aid Americans 
abroad crept up to $1,196,000 today.

The Mail says Turkey does not in- 
tend to employ the warships against 
Russia, and adds: 

“There appears to be no doubt that 
their purchase is a direct contraven- 
tion of international law, but the opin- 
ion is gaining ground in diplomatic 
circles that Turkey is the victim of a 
German trap to embroil her with the 
triple entente.”’

NEW YORK FOR EUROPE

Officials Apparently Do Not 
Fear Capture by Hos- 
tile Warships. 


New York, August 15.—Seven steam- 
ships left this port today for Europe, 
comprising the largest fleet of pas- 
senger vessels to start from New York 
for the war zone since foreign cruis- 
ers began’ patrolling trans-Atlantic 
lanes. Two ships came in, the White 
Star liner Celtic, from England, with 
more than .1,5650 p&ssengers, and the 
German cargo steamer Bohemia, from 
Hamburg. 

The failure of hostile warships to 
capture any big liners plying to and 
from American harbors apparently has 
given some steamship officials confi- 
dence in the ability of their vessels to 
escape seizure, for coincident with the 
partial resumption of service today 
came an announcement by the Cunard 
line that orders had been received from 
the home office in Liverpool for its idle 
vessels to arrange sailing dates. 

That this confidence is not shared by 
German steamship officials was indi- 
cated by the announcement from the 
Hamburg-American line that it was 
considéring selling some of its vessels 
now in American waters. 

The ships that steamed out of the 
harbor today were the Minnetonka, of 
the Atlantic Transport line, for Lon- 
don; the French liner Rochambeau, for 
Havre; the America, of the. Italian 
Royal Mail line, for Naples, and Genoa; 
the White Star liner Cedric, for Liver- 
pool; the Kroonland, a Red Star liner, 
but fiving the American flag on this 
trip, and the Potsdam, of the Holland 
American line, for Rotterdam. For the 
most part they took few cabin pas- 
sengers. 

The Ward Line steamer Monterey, 
which arrived today from Vera Cruz, 
brought a consignment of silver bullion 
valued at $2,000,000, and a number of 
French and German reseryists.

Williamson, W. Va., August 15.— 
After surrounding the five bandits who

in the darkness and killed six or eight 
of their own number, according to a 
telegraphic report received here late to- 
night from Judge James Gamron, of the 
twenty-second circuit court, who is 
with the posse at War Eagle. 

Judge Gamron reported that two of 
the bandits were killed by the pur- 
suing party, but that three probably 
have escaped. 

One of the bandits, Harve Prater, late 
tonight entered the Alwick station of 
the Norfolk and Western railroad, sev- 
eral miles from War Eagle, and at the 
point of a revolver, ordered the tele- 
graph operator to signal a light engine 
to stop. Prater clambtred into the 
cab and forced the locomotive driver to 
proceed west. Prater rode to within 
half a mile of Glen Alum and then 
Jumped from the cab. 

he mortalities thus far number 
about fifteen, including three men slain 
when the payroll was stolen, two 
deputy sheriffs killed today when the 
bandits ambushed the posse, two rob- 
bers killed tonight when they were 
surrounded, and the pursuers killed 
when they became disorganized and 
fired into each other. 

The posse will remain at War Eagle 
until morning and then try to run 
down the two bandits there. A posse 
has been formed to search for Prater 
at Glen Alum.

Not “Sure to Come.” 
(From The Remonstrance.) 

That is a hasty and unreflecting 
judgment which declares that woman 
suffrage is “sure to come” andthat it is 
therefore useless tocontend against it. 

Woman suffrage is not “sure ta 
come.” It can be restricted within its 
present limits by the energetic and 
concerted action of the men and women 
who are opposed to it. It is now on 
its way to defeat at the polis in several 
of the most important states in the 
union. 

From the boastfulness of the suf- 
fragists, it might be supposed that the 
suffrage movement was sweeping 
everything before it. But this is not 
true. The suffrage movement has not 
gained a foot of territory through the 
vote of the male electorate, east of the 
Mississippi river. Not one of the New 
England states, not one of the middle 
tates, not one of the southern states, 
not one of the western states has given 
full suffrage to women. 

Nor is thie all Every 
the Mississippi in which the proposal 
to give the ballot to women has been 
submitted to the voters has cefeated it 
dy an overwhelming majority. 

What, then, is the present sftua- 
tion? Simply, that in nine states west 
of the Mississippi women have the full 
vote. The combined population of these 
nine states is less than the combined 
population of New York city, Chicago 
and Philadelphia. The combined pop- 
ulation of several of them is less than 
the population of New York city alone. 
Are these nine mostly sparsely-settled 
states—only three of which have a 
population of as many as a million 


state east of

each—likely to force their policy upon 
the other .thirty-nine? 

And what is the immediate prospect? 
No one will deny that the east, not to 
mention the south, is more conservative 
than the west. Suppose that New York 
votes upon this question next year. Is 
it any’ more likely to be carried for 
suffrage than Ohio, which defeated it 
by a majority of 87,455? Suppose that- 
the proposed amendment ‘is submitted 
to the voters of New Jessey next year. 
Are they any more likely to adopt it 
than the voters of Wisconsin, who 
rejected it by a majority of 91,479? 
Suppose that the question goes to the 
voters of Pennsylvania next year. Is 
it probable that they will act upon it 
any more favorably than those of 
Michigan, who gave a majoriy of 
96,144 against it2- 

Against the rash-and ill-considered 
declaration that woman suffrage is 
“sure to come,” The Remonstrance sets 
this simple statement of facts and 
probabilities. And it bases upon them 
the prediction that the year 1915 1s 
destined to witness the heaviest défeats 
which the suffrage movement has yet 
experienced.—Sent by Georgia Asso- 
ciation Opposed to Woman's Suffrage.

over Williams, Thursday, and Brookes 
and Wilding over MeaLoughlin and 
Bundy in the doubles yesterday, gave 
Australasia three out of five matches. 

Following this contest, McLoughlin 
defeated Wilding, 6-2, 6-3, 2-6. 6-2, 
but the result had no international] 
bearing. 


Williams Nervous. 


With the score in matches standing 
2 to 1 in favor of the challengers. 
Williams plainly was nervous when he 
took the court with Brookes. The 
Australasia veteran of many Davis 
cup battles was calm and determined. 
sgrookes'’ strokes and tactics did noth- 
ing to allay Williams’ nervousness, and 
the latter's efforts to hold his _ oppo- 
nent in check during the first two sets 
were pitifully weak. 

He made a game rally in the third 
set, but it was his final rally. Brookes. 
profiting by his opponent’s tendency to 
stroke the ball beyond the court boun- 
daries or in the net, quickly ran 
through the fourth and deciding set. 

The erratic young American really 
beat himself, for he netted approxi- 
mately three times as many shots as 
Brookes and drove the ball out twice as 
often. His habit of serving the second 
ball as fast ag the first also counted 
heavily against him, for he had ten 
double faults to Brookes’ one. When 
stroking the ball. in top form, how- 
ever, he was Brookes’ master. 

The 16,000 spectators tried to cheer 


Williams on to victory, and as a re- 
sult brought about one of the most 
ludicrous exhibitions ever witnessed in 
an amateur sporting event in this 
country. 

All through the third set every bril- 
liant stroke by Williams was cheered 
until the uproar, a typical American 
case Of rooting, could be heard far 
across the Long Island Plains. 
Brookes, unable to handle Williams’ 
service and returns, appeared peevish 
and several timesdropped his racquet 
and placed his hands over hig ears. 

When Williams finally won the set 
and the crowd really broke loose, the 
Australasian threw his racquet on the 
ground and, sitting down on the sand 
box, held his head in his hands. 

He 
eventually got up and walked into the 
clubhouse. He appeared to regain his 
poise when, upon returning, he was 
given a great round of applause by 
the thousands whom he had mutely 
accused of unsportsmanlike action.

STREAMLINE BODIES 
AND CROWN FENDERS 


Popular Now, But for a Long 
Time Nobody Knew How 
To Make Them. 


‘Streamline bodies and crowned fen- 
ders were not used on automobiles un- 
til within the last year or so for the 
simple reason that nobody knew how 
to make them,” states 8. A. nike oes: of 
the Pegram Motor company, distribu- 
tors for the Haynes America’s first car. 
The most logical materia: from which 
to build bodies is sheet steel, but the 
difficulty comes in obtaining the de- 
sired curves and general contour. The 
first sheet steel bodies were laborious- 
ly worked up and shaped by hand with 
the aid of small power hammers and 
foot presses. The metal would be thin 
at one curve and unduly thick at an- 
other, so that the results were gener- 
ally unsatisfactory. 

“In keeping with the history of the 
automobile industry, improvements 
have come rapidly, and now the bodies 
are formed in gigantic presses. Any 
desired curve or streamline effect may 
be obtained by merely altering the 
shape of the dies of the press. The | 
streamline body of the new Haynes 
“light six” car represents the latest | 
achievement of the bodymakers. The 
long sweeping lines are pressed into 
the steel under great pressure, and 
there is no hammering out at any point 
in order to develop the curves. Conse- 
quently, the steel is of uniform thick- 
ness and strength at all points. All 
joints are.electrically welded at the 
doors, so that the finished body is actu- 
ally composed of a single piece of sheet 
steel without seams. A light construc- 
tion is obtained in combination with 
the desired rigidity. 

“Following the success of the stream- 
line body, came the first crowned fend- 
ers. These are being pressed out in 
dies, but the chief objection to the 
process is that a heavy gauge must be 
used to make a durable fender. The 
latest practice is to roll the crown 
into the fender by passing the shaped 
fender between concave and convex 
rollers. Medium gauge steel can be 
used, which not only becomes ¢very 
rigid on account of the arched effect of 
the crown, but materially aids in re- 
ducing the total weight of the car. 
The combination of the streamline body 
and the crowned fenders give the most 
pleasing appearance that has yet been 
attained in an automobile.”

Saloon in England. 


(From The Boston Transcript.) 

The British house of commons re- 
cently rejected a Sunday closing bill 
which proposed to restrict the hours on 
which liquor might be sold in. public 
houses on the Lord's day to four in 
London and three in the provinces. 
The bill was made an “open” question, 
so that its fate might have no political 
significance. It was generally resist- 
ed by the unionists, who were support- 
ed by a contingent of laborites. The 
argument for it was that temperance 
would be promoted by its passage, 
while the opposition rallied in the 
name of the workingman, who was de- 
picted as goin thirsty while the 
wealthy man enjoyed without restric- 
tion the choicest beverage his cellar 
afforded. 

Rather more interesting than the 
pros and cons were the incidentat 
zlimpses of the ee habits of the 
 Sagg that were afforded by the de- 
vate. There seemed to be general 
agreement that there is much  %1l1ess 
drinking in England than there was a 
generation ago. Mr. Henry Chaplin, 
unionist, who sits for Wimbledon and 
who is typical of the “Old Guard,” de- 
clared that all through English society 
there ran a decided tendency to limit 
potations. The gilded youth of today 
have iven up champagne, and the 
sale of wines at restaurants is stead- 
ily falling off. 

Turning to the other social extreme, 
Mr. Chaplin said that a drunken man 
in the streets now attracted attention, 
whereas it was not sO many years ago 
that a half a dozen drunken men in the 
streets would not have been consid- 
ered an extraordinary spectacle. All 
this is very ratifying, though it 
leaves one wondering what becomes of 
the $835,000,000 worth of liquors sold 
in the 84,000 licensed public houses of 
England. 

Less gratifying is it to learn that 
the house of commons laughed heartily 
at the way at which the New Yorkers 

et around the drink-with-food regu- 
ation of their local law. Sir A. Grif- 
fith Boscawen enlightened his fellow 
members by thus recounting his ex- 
periences in New York : 

He said that he was in New York 
on a hot Sunday and was told at his 
hotel that he could not have a whisky 
and soda because of the blue law, un- 
less with a meal. .The meal consisted 
of a sandwich. “I drank the whisky 
and soda and I had ,another,” said the 
honorable member, “but I did not eat 
the sandwich, and I saw that same 
sandwich go round to six other per- 
sons, until at last one hungry man ate 
it, and the waiter had to get another.” 
(Laughter.)

WAR OF SIX POWERS 
GREATEST INTISTORY 


Loss in Human Life May 
Be Nearly 2,000,000 Men. 
Property Loss Will Mount 
Into the Billions. 


The six powers’ war, as history will 
call it, will prove by far the costliest | 
as well as the bloodiest in all time, 
For today the engines of war, alike 
in their price and destructibility, out- 
range to an incredible degree any that 
have ever been employed previously. 
Guns that have an accurate range of 
nearly ten miles, shells that can lift 
more than ten thousand times their 
own weight, bomb-dropping aeroplanes 
that can hover dérectly over fortifica- 
tions impregnable to direct attack, 
submarines that may prove more dead- | 
ly even than swperdreadnaughts, and 
all these controlled by powers aggre- 
ating in population more than 600,- 
00,000 people whose sinews of wealth 
are in billions almost beyond compu- 
tation, there, indeed, is the world cli- 
max, the stage set for the vast pag- 
eanth of death. 

The war will be on land and sea and 
it is quite conceivable that the triple 
entente may secure victory at sea to 
be deprived of its fruits by disaster on 
land, writes Alexander Wenyon Samuel 
in The New York World. 

And the difficulty in making any ¢6- 
timate of the probabilities of success, 
lies in the fact that both on land and 
sea there will be employed instruments 
of war that never before have been 
tried. 

New Mode of Warfare Puzzles. 


No one today really knows how a 
superdearnaught will stand up to tor- 
pedoes, or resist the dropping shells of 
the water-plane. “Naval air-craft” Is 
anew and seemingly contradictory 
term, but it will soon be a familiar one. 
demonstrated both 
the capacity of the dreadnaught to re- 
sist the attempt to make it “submarine” 
by a mammoth superdreadnaught, and 
also the dreadnaught capacity to re- 
sist the mosquito-like attack of a wa- 
ter-plane or sea-plane. There is noth- 
ing in naval history to guide in prog- 
nostication. All that happens will be 
quite new, and make the whole history 
of sea and land fighting obsolete and 
useless, placing its volumes among ro- 
mance. 

The destructiveness of the present 
engines of war is 8o great that the sea 
fighting could not be prolonged through 
what at the time of the Armada were 
called “spacious days.” But in view of 
the strength in population and re- 
sources of the continent of Europe, the 
land fighting might continue for a very 
long time; and most paradoxical of all, 
might result in a chess player's stale- 
mate. But tf one of the great trium- 
Virate should appear to win a decided 
victory, it would be at a cost similar 
to that of a man who, to save his life, 
submits to an operation and loses his 
legs. For it will be a lamed and matm- 
ed Europe that will present itself 
again upon the world’s commercial 
highways after the war. Lamed finan- 
cially and maimed physically, the Eu- 
rope of twelve months from now will 
have to be remapned and remade. Not 
the least probable result would be the 
overthrow of many thrones and the 
establishment of republicanism. 

The Common People Blamed, 

Let us roughly calculate the probable 
cost of wa rin terms of cash. It would 
be futile to attempt to calculate the 
costa of the war in men. It must be 
calculated in cash. Life is always to 
the war-crafty statesman the ee 
and most abundant substance in which 
he deals. Human life is not to him en- 
tirely an asset; he sees a way of secu- 
rity for his order of things in the 
slaughter of tens of thousands of the 
proletariat, and an antidote to the poi- 
son of socialism which would put an 
end to the system which permits him 
to make war. 

Yet the common people 
quite free from blame. They either 
cannot or will not think and, readily 
lending themselves to the idea of war, 
become quick and tragic tools. They 
submit to be driven on to the field of 
battle like dumib sheep, pathetically 
believing that they are serving their 
country when they are the dupes of 
men who have themselves been duped 
by a belief in a feudal authority alien 
to the modern spirit. But they will 
have to be considered after the poison 
and fever of war have run _ their 


are not 


truly, 


courses and the mind has been cleared 
in the waters of sorrow and tomorrow. 
Enough for the present to try and cal- 
culate the stakes for which the rulers 
are playing in terms of cash and not 
in blood and tears. 

War Would Cost Billions. 

In the South African war Great 
Britain put 250,000 men into the field. 
That was the largest number she had 
operating at any given time, although 
she used altogether nearly 400,000. The 
cost of that campaign, which was on 
land only, was £250,000,000, or $1,250,- 
000,000. That works out at about $5,- 
000,000 per 1,000 men. In the six-pow- 
er war, to which Japan might be 
added, probably Roumania, who can 
add 1.000.000 men, and Greece, who has 
already offered 100,000 troops, there 
would be forces on land and sea to- 
taling up to 20,000,000. If the South 
African average be taken that would 
represent 100 billions of dollars. 

Divide that figure by half and it ts 
still too stupendous to be compre- 
hended. F 

Ships of the dreadnaught type cost 
approximately $12,000,000 each. Great 
Britain possesses probably thirty, Ger- 
many probably eighteen, France ten, 
Italy four, Austria six, Russia eight, 
the figures being a little uncertain as 
to those actually completed.’ But those 
figures, totaling seventy-six, are very 
near, and would represent $912,000,000. 
Probably the total in dreadnaughts 
and their ammunition alone would 
prove considerably over the billion 
mark. 

Then there are first-class battle- 
ships, first-class, second and third- 
class cruisers, and destroyers in hun- 
dreds, which, added to the submarine, 
would eaSily total half a billion dol- 
lars. So that the grand armada of the 
six powers would represent about one 
and a half billion dollars in eapital ex- 
penditure as it rode into battle. The 
cost in shells and torpedoes is some- 
thing almost too difficult to count, 
since one can form no estimate of the 
extent of the firing. But many mil- 
lions would have to be added to cover 
this item. The coal of the fleet also 
would run into millions. 


Cost of Life in Millions.

Trolley and Steam Railroad 
Fares Compared. 


(From The Electric ailway Journal.) 
In the recently pw lished report of 
the rE ae Puplic service com- 
mission and Boston twansit mon 
upon transit conditi at 3. age 
appendix of much irfterest is devoted 
to a comparison of J/steam and street 
railway fares betwedn Boston and six- 
ty-elght stations in \the suburban dis- 
trict lying from three to twelve miles 
away from the hear€ of the city. 

Of the sixty-eight stations listed 
Street railway fares are lower than 
the single ticket steam railroad charge 
in sixty-four instances. Forty-three 
stations are rom Boast by trolley at aA 


o-cent fare from B Ston, this rate ap- 
piying tO @& maximum distance of nine 
miles from the steam railroad terminal 
Twenty-five Stations are reached by 
trolley at a 10-cept fare. The maxi- 
inum Gistance available on the steam 
Systems for a str@ight 5-cent ticket is 
four miles. A etailed comparison 
with existing single ticket fares shows 
that the transienk patron of the local 
transportation fafilities will in general 
be Carried from 350 to 200 per cent as 
far for a given expenditure on the trol- 
ley lines as for the same outlay in 
Steam railroad fares. 

Considering the one-way commuta- 
tion rate upom the twelve-ride ticket 
available at each of the sixty-eight sta- 
tions listed in the réport,.one finds that 
the electric railway fares are lower in 
forty-two cases; that in no instance is 
the trip charge less than 5 cents on the 
steam road and in thirty-four cases it 
exceeds o cents. Fifty-one stations are 
accessible on the steam lines at com- 
mutation rates on the twelve-ride basis 
at single trip charges running between 
o and 10 cents, but of the entire list of 
Stations only ten are accessible on sin- 


| by steam. The maximum distance 
; reached by a 10-cent electric railway 
| fare 1s twelve miles, so far as the sub- 
urban list goes, while the maximum 
distance reached by a straight 10-cent 
fare on the steam lines ig nine miles. 
Up to and including five miles, the elec- 
tric railway fares are invariably 3 
cents; the steam railroad single ‘trip 
tickets range from 56 to 10 cents, and 
the commutation rate on the twelve- 
ride basis runs from 6 to 7 1-2 cents.

Steamers. 


New York, August 15.—The Ham- 
burg-American line issued a statement 
this afternoon saying that it had under 
consideration offers to purchase some 


of its steamships in American waters, 
valued at $20,000,000. 

The fleet embraces the great steam-' 
er Vaterland, largest in the world. If; 
sold the vessels would fly the Ameri- | 
can flag, and would be the first big 
acquisition to the proposed American 
merchant marine. 

The statement of the company read 
as follows: 

“In response to the many inquiries 
as to whether any of the Hamburg- 
American line ships are for sale, we 
have to say that it has always been 
the policy of this company to dispose 
of steamers whenever a good opportu- 
nity offers, provided they can be spared. 

“As the war has forced all our fleet 
into temporary idleness, and as we 
now have in American waters steam- 
ers worth more than $20,000,000, bona 
fide offers for the purchase of some of 
them are being considered. 

“Others of our steamers would not, 
of course, be sold at any price.”

Atlanta's school board believes that 
the entire map of Europe will be} 
changed within a year by the conflict | 
of nations, and for that reason it de- 
cided at the meeting held Saturday 
morning not to select a new history 
or geography this year. The board 
reached its decision following a spir- 
ited debate of more than two hours, 
after it had decided to accept Su- 
periniendent W. M. Slaton’s suggestion 
and substitute the Standard diction- 
ary for Webster's. Several other books 
were recommended for change, but the 
board postponed action until Monday. 

Mayor Woodward raised the point 
that it would be folly for the board to 
select a new history in the face of the 
present European conflict. The mayor 
was opposed in his position by Major 
R. J. Guinn. 

A majority of the members of 
board agreed with the mayor, and 
when the vote was taken it was de- 
cided that Frye’s geography and Mau- 
ry’s history shall be the texts for the 
next year, at least. 

Superintendent Slaton recommended 
that the dictionaries be changed, sug- 
gesting that the Standard be used in- 
stead of Webster's. The board adopt- 
ed the change. Superintendent Slaton 
stated that it has been proven that 
the new book is more suited for the 
needs of school children. 

Quite a discussion arose over the 
question of exchanging the old books 
for the new, and it was decided that 
whatever books are selected the pub- 
lisher must agree to take back the old 
text from the student, so that there 
shall be no expense attached to the 
change, provided, however, that the 
books offered for exchange are in good 
condition. °

governor, is the founder of the Georgia | 
School of Technology. We ask that you be

Judge Harris is the ftounder of that) 
school. The idea of a state institution for | 
technical] training took form in his mind in 
1882. He announced for the  legisiature 
to realize it, was elected, and introduced 
on November 24, 1882, a resolution author- 
izing a committee to investigate the sug- 
gestion and make report. On December 58, 
1882, the resolution was adopted 2 abe ot 
stitute proposed py Judge Harris an e 
committee was appointed with him as 
chairman. That committee visited the 
various technical schools of the east and 
on July 24, 1883, made unanimously @ re-' 
port favoring the project. The committee's 
bill came up for passage December 14, 
1883, was bitterly assailed (as every step of 
the hard fight had been from the first) and 
was defeated. Judge Harris ran for the 
legislature to succeed himself on this plat- 
form, was elected, renewed his fight, kept 
it up nearly two years against strenuous 
opposition, and won. On October 17, 1885, 
the bill that created the Georgia Schoo! of 
Technology was signed by the governor 
and became law. But even then the fight 
against it did not cease. An attempt was 
made to enjoin the state treasurer from 
paying the appropriation to establish the 
school. In the legislature of 1886-7 the 
school’s enemies tried to repeal the law. 
As late as 1889-90 the opposition continued. 
Judge Harris was always leader of the de- 
fense. 


Commission Appointed. 


In 1886 the commission was appointed to 
receive competitive bids and locate the 
school. It met October 19 of that year. 
Judge Harris was its chairman. Atlanta, 
Athens, Milledgeville, Macon and Penfield 
were bidders. Atlanta won with a bid of 
$50,000 cash from the city, $50,000 more 
from the city in twenty annual inetall- 
ments and $20,000 subscribed by citizens. A 
campus on North avenue bought from 
the Peters Land company proved too small 
and was increased by a gift of 4 acres from 
Richard Peters, president of the land com- 
pany. The school as opened formally on 
October 7, 1888. Judge Harris became the 
first chairman of its board of trustees, still 
holds that office and is the only surviving 
member of its original board. 

When the Technological school was won 
by Atlanta there was already here a small 
trade school of local scope only, establish- 
ed by S. M. Inman, Captain James W. Eng- 
lish and other big-hearted Atlantans, to 
train poor boys as handicraftsmen and ar- 
tisans. It was a fine piece of pioneer work. 
Another like it had been started by Dr. I. 
S. Hopkins, afterward president of Tech, 
in a@ small frame building adjoining his 
home at Emory college. 


Tentative Efforts Elsewhere, 


Tentative efforts of the same kind had 
been undertaken by far-sighted citizens at 
various other places in the south. The At- 
lanta trade school was not the nucleus, not 
even the germ, of the state technological! 
school. When the latter was located here 
the former ceased to exist. So also did 
several others. 

Many things are condoned in the name of 
politica, but it is asking too much of Geor-

URGES SENATOR WEST 


Georgian Says War Ought to 
Drive Farmers to Raising 
Hog and Hominy. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, August 15.—(Special.)— 
Senator W. 8S. West, in discussing the 
cotton situation today in connection 
with the recent gathering here of rep- 
resentatives of the cotton trade from 
all parts of the south to take action 
which might counteract the effect of 
the European was situation, suggested 
an interesting idea for the considera- 
tion of the cotton producers. He 
would have the south refrain from 
planting a single hill of cotton next 
year, devote cotton lands to the produc- 
tion of grain and thereby starve out 
the cotton boll weevil. 

Senator West says that in view of the 
emergency brought about by war, the 
scheme of a 50-mile belt through the 
cotton country bordering on the fields 
now infested by the boll weevil had 
become much more practical. The 
world will not need all of this year’s 
crop and a large percentage of it will 
be over into next year, he asserted. 

“It would be the part of wisdom for 
our people to raise food crops which 
will command large prices and bring 
better returns per acre than cotton 
under existing conditions,” Senator 
West said. 

“I do not expect to plant a single 
acre in cotton,’ declared Senator West 
today. “There will be more money next 
year in grain, and it would be the best 
thing that could happen to the south if 
we tried this means of getting away 
from the all-cotton idea and go to rais- 
ing hog and hominy and the grains that 
will feed our people and command big 
pricet abroad."”’

MARKET CONDITION 
IMPROVES STEADILY 


Biggest Deals of Year An- 
nounced Since War Scare 
Started — Building Good. 
Inquiries Increase. 


However the war scare may be af- 
fecting other lines of business, the 
realty agents have as yet no reason 
to complain. As a matter of fact, the 
market appears to have steadily 
grown better ever since the present 
European crisis arose. Some of the 
largest deals of the year were announc- 
ed last week. 

The home buyer and the small in- 
vestor, upon which the market depends 
for its steady business, is showing a 
marked readiness to do business and is 
doing it. 

The business of selling residences is 
particularly good just now. Agents at- 
tribute this to the fact that as many 
as can possibly scrape together the 
money are buying homes to move into 
September 1, which is annual moving 
day, instead of renting again. This is 
known to be the case in many concrete 
instances. One agent who had decided 
to put off showing a customer property 
last Friday afternoon on account of the 
rain had himself pleasantly surprised 
by being called by the customer de- 
manding to be taken out at once to see 
the property, inasmuch as he wanted to 
buy immediately and get his house in 
shape before the first of the month.

He May Be Hoping. 

The only client who seems to be 
holding back just now is the specu- 
lator, and it is a question whether 
he is really afraid of general finan- 
cial disaster. As one agent put it, it 
may be that he is rather hoping than 
fearing, and is holding his money to 
pick up bargains in case of foreclosures 
|on property where purchasers find 
themselves unable to meet their notes 
las they fall due. Most agents think, 
| however. that this man is a far cry 
from getting a bargain just now. 

It is the opinion of one of the lead- 
ing agents that the European war in- 
'stead of being a financial detriment to 
| America is a real Godsend. It will by 
| force of circumstances convert this 
country at once from consumer to pro- 
ducer. He pointed out that the only 
‘imports which the United States uses 
| that can be placed outside of the cate- 
gory of luxuries are potash for fertiliz- 
ers, and medicine. The medicines, he 
Says, are of a special sort and there 
are substitutes for potash already being 
used in this country. French corsets 
and German perfumes, he declares, we 
'can learn to make in plenty of time to 
ispend our money on them. 

On the other hand, he pointed out 
' that Europe cannot do without our. cot- 
| ton and food stuffs. He also predicted 
ithat any duration of the war will teach 
America to finish her own cotton goods 
‘instead of sending them abroad and 
‘+ buying them back again at the enrich- 
ment of a foreign country and the 
| middlemen. 

All Are Optimists. 

Any sort of a view of the effect of 
the war on this country but a pessi- 
'mistic view can be found among the 
realty men. 

Generally the real estate business of 
‘this year has been much better than 
i that of the corresponding period of last 
year. Mr. Greene, of the Thomson & 
Lynes agency, stated Saturday that his 
agency has done in the neighborhood 
of $200,000 worth of business this year 
already, which, he continued, is the best 
year they have had in three years. 
Many other agencies will doubtless find 
the same true of their business. 

Building figures continue to gain and 
promise to outstrip last year consider- 
‘ably There has been no halt in plans 
‘for building work already announced. 
The Connally people have gone ahead 
and submitted their plans to _  con- 
tractors for bids and promise to pro- 
ceed with the work of construction of 
their sky-scraper as soon as possible. 
' Four new buildings are announced for 
South Broad street today.

Affidavit of Adairs Shows 
Remarkable Enhancement 
in Realty Values in Last 
Thirteen Years. 


The testimony of real estate men in 
the Fulton superior court last Friday 
in the case of James R. Brown against 
the Empire Life Insurance company 
showed a remarkable growth in the 
value of real estate in Atlanta. The 
affidavit of Forrest & George Adair is 
particularly interesting, the Adairs de- 
claring that in many instances realty 
has increased in value 500 per cent 
since 1901. The affidavit went into de- 
tailed analysis in part as follows: 

Candler Butliding Site. 

“Black, Ashford, Payne and Hawe 
kins sold to Candler, Ashford and Wil- 
son, April 23, 1903, the lot now occu-

HAVE 61,000 STUDENTS

Berlin, August 15.—Almost 61,000 stu- 
dents were enrolled at Germany's 
twenty-one universities in the last 
semester, and 4,000 more attended cer- 
tain lectures without being regularly 
inscribed. The smallest university, that 
of Rostock, was a trifle more than a 
thousand students, and the University 
of Berlin leads with 8,538. Only 5,000 
of the 61.000 were women. Recalling 
the outcry of last year or two against 
foreigan students, one is surprised to 
find that there were only 6,000 foreign- 
ers enrolled. Medicine attracts the 
greatest number of students, but phi- 
losophy, philology and history are not 
far behind. Most of the universities 
are crowded.

Every hour in the day Wall street's 
attention is being called to some new 
source of trouble in manufacturing and 
mercantile circles. Aside from trying 
to solve the bg problems of re-estab- 
lishing banking and shipping relations 
with the rest of the world, and ar- 
anging to finance the wheat and cot- 
ton crop until exports are resumed, 
Wall street, with its varied interests, 
is working day and night to overcome 
extraordinary difficulties. 

For example, only this morning the 
president of a large glass manuvfactur- 
ing company, with headquarters in the 
financial district, was seen hurrying | 
down Wall street. In answer to the 
usual question: “Well, how will the 
European war affect you?” he replied:

trict court at St. Paul to the Interna- 
tional Harvester company to dissolve 
within ninety days was a surprise to 
some Jnterests in Wall street who had 
thought that the voluntary splitting 
into three corporations which was con- 
summated over a year ago, would sat- 
isfy the government attorneys. It is 
not known as yet whether or not the 
corporaton will appeal from the order 
of the district court. One feature oO 
the court order that has been the sub- 
ject of much comment in financial cir- 
cles is that the International is not 
only ordered split into at least three 
distinct corporations, but they are for- 
bidden to have shareholders in com- 
mon. This does away with the possi- 
bilities of results such as have been 
seen in the “oil trust’ dissolution,, 
where the same individuals continued 
in control of the separated companies. 
The court has gone further in its or- 
ders in this case than in any previous 
dissolution decree. In no previous case 
has it been ordered that the segregated 
companies shall not have one share- 
holder in common. 

The completion of the 
work of forming the new federal re- 
serve board, and the swearing in of its 
members, marks the past week as a 
conspicuous one in American banking 
history. It is hoped that the system 
of banking, to be inaugurated at the 
earliest possible moment, will solve the 
many financial problems presented by 
the war in Europe and its effects on 
this country According~-to those who 
have made a close study of the new 
system the prospects are bright that 
the United States will be advanced to 
the leading place in the world’s bank- 
ing, both because of the powers grant- 
ed by the new laws and because of 
the blow hit at the bankIng prestige of 
kurope by the war. 

The decision of the New Haven sys-

COMPROMISE OFFERED 
ON INCOME PENALTY 


Washington, August 15.—The treas- 
ury department has determined to ac- 
cept offers in compromise of the sps- 
cific penalty for failure on the part of 
individuals or corporations to maka 
returns within the pertod prescribed 
of their annual net incomes for the 
income tax, in ¢ases where such fail- 
ure was due to misunderstanding of 
the law or ignorance as to its require- 
ments. The minimum offers that. wi!l 
be received are $5 from individuals and 
$10 from corporations organized for 
profit. This statement is made in an- 
nouncements being sent today to col- 
lectors of internal revenue by Acting 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue Wil- 
liams. 

It also is stated that in cases of cor- 
porations not organized for profit, the 
specific penalty will not be asserted this 
year, provided the required return has 
been or shall be filed before Decem- 
ber 31, 1914 

The foregoing. it is added, applies 
only in cases in which there was no 
intention of evading the law or escap- 
ing taxation.

(From The St. Louls Republic.) 

We are told that the thing that 
makes war inevitable in Europe is the 
fact that there men of different races, 
of clashing ideals, strange languages, 
varying customs, alien faiths and war- 
ring ambitions are thrust into contact 
with each other. 

We have the same mixture of races 
in this country that Europe has. We 
have worse mixtures. There is no Eu- 
ropean capital, with the possible ex- 
ception of Constantinople, where so 
many races are crowded closely to- 
gether as in New York and Chicago.

Our Mixture of Races, 


There you have it. We have in this 
country a wonderful mixture of races, 
but the population does not remain 
mixed. The differences disappear. 
Many kinds of metal go into the cru- 
cible, but only one kind comes away. 
The children of Germans, Poles, Greeks, 
Italians, Hunzgarians, Syrians and Jews 
from the cities of the Pale mingle in 


our streets and our schools and come 
out singing the same songs, cheering 
the same flag, reverencing the same 
heroes and holding the same essential 
ideas of liberty and government. 

Europe has the mixture, but the melt- 
ing pot is cold. The races live side by 
side, clinging tenaciously each to its 
own languages and dress and social 
customs and traditions and prejudices: 
So the mixture of races in Austria- 
Hungary creates the most difficult 
problem that confronts a European 
monarch, and a French review has re- 
cently carried a series of articles on 
the menace to France of her immi- 
grantee. And all this because these mix- 
tures in Europe are not self-governing, 
as they are in St. Louis and Chicago, 
but one race is lording it over another 
and forcing that other to do things it 
would not do if it were free.

It is 
with organizations of men who are 
governing other men without their 
consent. The Germans and Slavs of 
Vienna would get on as frictionlessly 
as do the Germans and Slavs of St 
Louis if they lived under the kind of 
government we have here. 


Switzerland Has No Race War. 


We are told that Europe is Europe 
and America is America. We suppose 
it will be admitted that, at least, Switz- 
erland is Switzerland. There is a na- 
tion with four different stocks speak- 
ing four different languages—German, 
French, Italian and Romansch. The 
language boundaries are sharp and 
clean cut, but most Swiss speak at 
least two languages, and nowhere in 
the world is there a more patriotic peo- 
ple. Their government is organized 
like ours, with a federal control of 
matters of general concern, and com- 
plete local independence for the differ- 
ent cantons It works as well in Eu- 
rope as it does in America. 

There are no “irresponsible conflicts” 
in Europe except the conflict between 
autocracy and democracy. The diffi- 
culty with that continent is that large 
numbers of men are governed by small 
numbers of men, whom they have not 
chosen as their rulers, and from whom 
they would free themselves if they 
could. When that conflict is settled as 
it must be settled Europe will be as 
peaceful as St. Louis. Democracy is 
the cure for war.

Electricity Required for Firing 


New Explosive. 


(From The Electrical World. 

A new submarine mine explosive 
called “trotol,”” which cannot be set 
off by percussion, but which has to 
be confined and fired by electricity, 
was employed in the annual war test 
of submarine mines off Sandy Hook, 
N. last week. Trotol, it is de- 
clared, can be melted and handled 
without danger.

THE PEACE MESSAGE. 

The peace tribunal was established 
at The Hague, and preachers, teach- 
ers, and men of all interests bore its 
message from there to the world 
everywhere. 

Large sums of money were given for 
the carrying of the message and it was 
put into literature, into poetry, into the 
drama, and sounded through eloquent 
words in great conferences and public 
gatherings. 

But the world, swayed rather by the 
spirit of the twentieth century, turned 
a deaf ear to the message of peace. 
It was too tempering for the sunshine 
of the world ideal of patriotism and 
national glory. And on sped the cen- 
tury spirit at a wild pace, heeding not 
the warning hand. 

Suddenly there came the call ‘to 
arms” the other day——a call that thun- 
dered and vibrated through the world. 
The century spirit must for a moment 
pause. The boasted higher civilization 
it inspired is ajready tottering under- 
neath the weight of one week's disas- 
ter. The factors and activities repre- 
senting this civilization are held cap- 
tive by the devastating methods of war, 
throwing out its influences with super- 
human force and rapidity. 

And now it would seem the great 
lesson men have refused in the peace 
message had come in another form 
—in an avenging storm. It is teaching 
not with human tenderness, but is driv- 
ing in with a brute force, mocking 
cruelly at the boasted spirit of the cen- 


tury’s civilization.

FROM AN AMERICAN HOSTESS. 


A common sense view of modern &0- 
cial conditions is the theme of an ar- 
ticle which Mrs. Stuyvesant Fish con- 
tributes to the last number of Harper's 
Bazar. In it she simply clearly sets 
forth her ideas of what the problems 
confronting the average woman of to- 
day are. There is nothing original 
about what Mrs. Fish has to say, many 
who read it declare, while others will! 
express the oft-repeated, rather weak, 
argument that a woman of wealth can 
“easily talk.” 

A woman of wealth can “easily talk,” 
for none more than they know the high 
cost of wealth. In proportion to a 
woman's wealth, her responsibility In 
her home increases, and irksome as 
the responsibility may be to some, it 
is ethically the woman's business to 
take care of that home, to develop it 
according to the obligation hers is to 
society. In the article contributed by 
Mrs. Fish she makes this point clear, 
also the one that the entertaining is 
but an incident of the general busi- 
ness of housekeeping, which incident 
should be looked after with scrupulous 
interest In its every detail. 


THE PROBLEMS. 


1 quote several of the common sense 
statements of Mrs. Fish as follows 
“The problems which face so- 
ciety today are largely the result 
of the feminine invasion of public 
In her eager reaching out for 
interests, in her sudden-born 
» to help cure evils of which 
formerly she knew little, the mod- 
ern woman has lost her sense of 
perspective. Many things which 
should be last, she places first, 
while much that should be first is 
ignored, 

“If woman had been able to re- 
main in the place which her for- 
bears so successfully occupied, or 
had been content to progress slow- 
lv. we would be confronted with 
fewer modern social problems 

“The present curious stage, po- 
litical, social and religious, through 
which we are passing, is fraught 
with danger, not only for the in- 
dividual, but for society. The min- 
imizing of this danger rests in the 
hands of woman, for woman is 
man’s natural balance wheel As 
many of these problems have come 
about through thetoorapid mental 
development of woman and through 
the rousing in her of an intense 
desire for Knowledge, it is but fust 
that she shovld take some share 
in their solving. And I am in sym- 
pathy with much that she is do- 
ing. It is right, for instance, that 
the woman of education, wealth and 
social standing should help their 
less fortunate sisters. But who are 
these unfortunate sisters? I have 
been asked to serve on committees 
whose object was the betterment 
of conditions amome the working 
women. And TI have taken my part. 
But many times I have felt that 
our attitude was impertinent. Many 
times I found that the greater in- 
telligence, the stronger minds, be- 
longed to the working women, not 
to the committee on which I served. 

“As for the woman who believes 
that the vote will solve all mod- 
ern social problems, I am neither 
for nor against her. I have been 
asked to join both suffrage and 
anti-suffrage societies, but I 
variably refuse. I believe that if 
the time spent in public speaking, 
in spreading propaganda, were 
spent in teaching the younger 
generation how to keep house, 
how to be better wives and moth- 
ers, we should have fewer § di- 
vorces. This social . condition, 
which the modern woman feels 
called upon to ameliorate, is, if 
she would but realize it, inter- 
woven closely with the modern do- 
mestic question She cannot cru- 
sade for the former without en- 
dangering the latter. 

“The modern woman who de- 
nies, or who will not admit, that 
home making and home keeping 
is the highest of all professions, 
does not compare, in my opinion, 
with her predecessor who lived 
her life, and a charming. Dbdeauti- 
ful one it was, in private. Mod- 
ern woman is less religious than 
modern man. With the progress 
of modern thought, woman has 
dropped her religion with many 
other graces of the past. She 
lacked college education—I admit 
this fully. Her descendants have 
the education, but not her charm- 
ing femininity, or her feeling of 
responsibility toward life, toward 
marriage. 

“As a society, we need more re- 
ligion, more true marriage.”

of preventive and curative methods, 
the commissioners voted to appropri- 
ate one hundred and *fifty dollars 
monthly to the Anti-Tuberculosis as- 
gociation. Mr. Willett also recently | 
appeared before the Fulton County 
Medical society and gave a report of 
the association, reading the resolu- 
tions that were passed by the educa- 
tional committee asking for the co- 
operation of the physicians of the 
medical society.

MENUS 
By GEORGE FITCH, 
Author of “At Good Old Siwash.” 


A menu is French for a price list of gas- 
tronomical adventures. All hotels and many 
banquets have menus. In the latter case they 
are of no interest to the diner, because he 
has to eat everything anyway, but the hotel 
menu is one of the most valuable text-books 
of modern life. 

Making menus has made many a hotel 
keeper rich, and failing to understand them 
has kept many a diner touching the cashier 
for an advance on next week's salary. 

The hotel man who understands menu- 
making can concoct a wonderful dish, label 
it “Petite pois dans l’eau chaud au le matre 
d’hotel” and sell it for 75 cents a knifeful to 
the diner who can't read French. But the 
man who has made a study of the menu 
with its mysterious and devious ways mere- 
lv smiles at this wonderful bangain and goes 
down the street to the lightning lunch, where 
a waiter yells “Side o’ peas” and brings him 
5 cents’ worth from the Same cannery. 

Almost all menus are printed in French, 
but this is not affectation on part of the 
hotel proprietor. He doesn’t care whether the 
world believes he understands French or not. 
He merely hasn't the nerve to put the neces- 
sary prices after the dishes in English. The 
French acts as a sort of anaesthetic on the 
diner and deadens the pain of paying 55 cents 
a reel for string beans, 45 cents for a small 
hodful of mashed potatoes and $1.25 for a 
slice of roast beef medium. 

French is also very useful in menus be- 
cause it enables the cook to tell the absolute 
truth while working off the leavings. If he 
has bought a very old hen which can only 
be dissected with a cold chisel he has merely 
to label it “Poulett de temps Napoleon” and 
sell it for double price to those who judge 
their food by the length of the label. When 
the country hotel keeper is stung with a 
crate of ancient ege@s he has to take the loss, 
but the French chef can slap them on-the 
menu as “Oefs de l’annee passee” and get 75 
cents a pair for last year’s eggs. 

These things teach us, beloved reader, 
that knowledge is a grand thing and can be 
made to .pay big dividends. Or else it can 
we used to prevent the other man from taking 
big dividends from you, which is just as im- 
portant.

FOR SENATE CLOSE IN BIBB 
BETWEEN COOPER AND FELDER 


Macon, Ga., August 15.—~(‘Special.)—-That 
Thomas S. Felder is not going to have such 
a walkaway in Bibb county as he has ex- 
pected in his race for the United States 
senate is the belief of a good many people 
who keep their political ears to the ground 
and are Always on the alert for the rum- 
bling. The~vote of the county is going to 
be shared with John R. Cooper, who has 
been conducting a speaking tour all over 
the state and who has been making a single- 
handed campaign that has surprised a good 
many people. 

Though this is Mr. Felder’s home county, 
there is a large element here who differ 
with him politically, and these, in addition 
to a large number of personal friends, will 
vote for Mr. Cooper. Whether or not there 
will be enough of them to take the county 
from Mr. Felder remains to be seen. Mr. 
Cooper's speech here Saturday night—the 
first that any of the candidates have deliv- 
ered in Macon during the present cam- 
pagn—is expected to help swell the Cooper 
vote in the county. 

One of the most significant features of 
the Joe Brown-Hoke Smith race for _ the 
long term is the lack of interest that the 
senator's Macon friends are showing in his 
race. Two meetings have been held by the 
Hoke Smith club, the attendance at the 
first one being twenty-three and at the 
second one sixty-two. The officers of the 
club apparently are unable to stir up any 
great amount of enthusiasm, though they 
do claim to have close to 1,000 members 
enrolled. Friends of former Governor 
Brown in Bibb are not saying much, but 
they are known to be sawing quite a lot of 
wood without making much noise about it. 

Nat Harris Forces Confident. 

Macon friends of Judge Nat E. Harris, 
candidate for governor, are elated over the 
reception accorded him in Atlanta Wednes- 
day night and they believe he will carry 
Fulton county. At the Harris campaign 
headquarters in this city Manager Fritz 
Jones states that the campaign is in better 
shape than tt has ever been. 

Locally, interest centers in the election of 
three representatives from this county. It 
is probable that the defeat of the bill to 
abolish fees in the city court of Macon and 
provide a special solicitor for that court will 
be made an issue in this race. There are 
seven candidates, all three of the present 
representatives seeking re-election, and of 
the three Wallace Miller and B. J. Fowler

Little Duchy of Luxemburg 


Something About the Three Little Spots on the War Map of Europe, 
Each of Them Having for Years Been in the Eyes of the World. 


In the city of Paris stands eight al- 
legorical statues, representing, in sym- 
bolic figures of women, cities of France 
prior to the Franco-Russian war of 
1870-’71—-Lyons, Marseilles, Bordeaux, 
Nantes, Lille, Rouen, Brest and Stras- 
bourg. 

For over forty years obe of these 

Statues has been kept draped in mourn- 
ing; at its base for nearly the span 
of a man’s life there has been a never- 
diminishing pile of wreaths, decorated 
with the tri-color of France. It is the 
monument to Strasbourg, the chief city 
of Alsace-Lorraine, where first the 
Strains of the “Marsellaise’’ were heard, 
but now a part of the German empire, 
as the result of the German conquest 
of France in 1870. 
_ It is the beautiful tribute of a sen- 
timental people to one of its fairest 
cities, and the section in which it is lo- 
cated—gone, but not forgotten! 

And, if one but follows the natural 
trend that comes from viewing the 
Symbols of death that deck the statue, 
comes the symbol of the resurrection; 
for in every loyal French heart for 
over forty years has dwelt undying 
faith in the belief that some time, in 
some way, Alsace-Lorraine, with its 
fair city of Strasbourg, would be re- 
stored to the mother country. 

The loss of Alsace-Lorraine was part 
of the price France paid Germany to 
evacuate Paris and end the disastrous 
war she had brought upon herself by 
invading Germany. 

The French claimed Germany had 
cruelly, brutally. and vidlently torn 
from France an integral portion of its 
territory against the will of its inhabi- 
tants, and even up to the present day 
the favorite image used to represent 
Alsace by French writers is that of a 
daughter—ravished away from her

In the thirteéith and fourteenth cen- 
turies the “friends God,” with Eck 
ard and Tauler at their head, prepared 
the way for the reformation. Marly 
in the fifteenth century Gutenberg set 
up his printing press at Strasbourg, and 
Martin Schon engraved his copper 
plates. The reformation practically 
secured the whole of Alsace, and Cal- 
vin signed the Confession of Augsburg 
as delegate at Strasbourg. 

Meanwhile France had become a 
great power and she naturally longed 
to extend her dominion eastward. Louis 
XI. checked in his advance into German 
territory wintered his army in Alsace 
in 1444. Henry II. took several sec- 
tions of country from the Germans, but 
failed to capture Strasbourg. In 1617, 
the Austrian archduke made over all 
their rights to Alsace to the Spanish 
line. The Alsatians hated the Spanish 
rule and this threw them into the arms 
of the French, for in the weakness of 
the German empire at the end of the 
thirty years’ war there was nothing 
for them to do but accept the protec- 
tion of the French. In 1861, at a time 
of profound peace, Strasbourg, the grand 
old German city, and the territory about 
it became an integral part of France. 

From an economical standpoint Al- 
wace had good reason to be grateful to 
the French regime, for the cultivation 
of the vine and tobacco was fostered 
by the French government and all 
branches of husbandry flourished to 
the profit of the people in general. The 
protestant religion was tolerated, but 
a premium was placed on proselyting 
by the Catholics. The churches were 
divided equally, though by far the 
greater number of communicants were 
protestants. 

Muelhausen, which had belonged to 
the Swiss confederation, became French 
territory in 1798, and it became so thor- 
oughly French that at the time of the 
Franco-Prussian war—only seventy- 
two years later—there was no spot in 
all Alsace so bitter against the Ger- 
mans. 

As a matter of fact, the transition 
of Alsace-Lorraine from a German- 
speaking, German-thinking people to 
that of a thoroughly French national- 
itv was very slow. But there was this 
redeeming feature—they had not been 
rudely torn from their mother coun- 
try, although they had been annexed to 
France as the result of a long series 
of wars.

What is the duchy Luxemburg? 

This little country nestling between 
Germany, Belgium and France, is figur- 
ing conspicuously in news dispatches 
from the seat of war, and occupying a 
unique bumper position between the 
belligerents, its status is one of general 
interest.

Families who 
ean afford the expense send their chil- 
to French schools to perpetuate 
the love for France. 

As has been said before, Alsace- 
Lorraine has never really been taken 
the German. empire; she 
stands in the light of a probationer, 
and she is ruled in a different manner 
than all the other states of the empire. 
The officials have heen alternately 
kind and cruel, but the attitude of the 
soldiers to the Alsatians has always 
been of the nature to provoke trouble. 

Witness the storm that broke out in 
Zabern, a little Alsatian town, last year 
when a lieutenant is said to have 
hoasted that he would give ten marks 
to a private who would stick a sword 
into a “‘Wacke,” a term of contempt ap- 
plied to Alsatians with French sym- 
pathies. 

The village quarrel became an inter- 
national incident. France was furious, 
and the matter was fought over in the 
German reichstag until the kaiser took 
a hand in it and induced the warring 
factions to let it drop.

only a stray cruiser or so is found in 
foreign ports. The whole strength of the 
British navy has been concentrated for 
North Sea operations, and when the Eng:

The 
neutrality of Switzerland was guaranteed 
by the treaty of Vienna in 1815 as indis- 
pensable to the peace of Europe. Kae 
Wuchy of Luxemburg was guaranteed as 
neutral territory by the treaty of London 
in ise/. In each of these cases the terms 
of the various treaties have been violated 
by the German armies. 

Occupying a position next in strategic 
importance to Belgium is the Kingdom of 
Holland, toward which the eyes of the 
German Empire have been directed long- 
ingly for many years. The neutrality of 
Holland is not guaranteed by treaty. Her 
importance as a buffer country between 
Germany and England is such, however, 
that it is a foregone conclusion that Eng- 
land would resent by force of arms any 
attempt by Germany to encroach upon the 
territorial integrity of Holland. 

That the people of Holland themselves 
realize the ambitions of the Germans con- 
cerning the ultimate future of the country 
is best illustrated by the panicky feelings 
with which they viewed the announce- 
ment of the betrothal of Queen Wilhel- 
mina of Holland to Duke Henry of Meck- 
lenburg-Schwerin, Germany.

| after the fall of Napoleon and the 
treaty of Paris, on May W, I8lt. By 
‘terms of this treaty Belgium and Holland 
| were united into one State under the rule 
of the Prince of Orange, who assumed the 
title of William I. The Belgians, howeve’', 
were dissatisfied with conditions under 
this régime and in 1830 raised the stand- 
ard of revolt which resulted in a secession | 
from Holland. 

The secession was finally recognized by 
other nations, and Leopold of Saxe-Co- 
burg, the widower of Princess Charlotte 
of England, mounted. the throne of Bel-: 
sium as King Leopold. Soon after this 
Holland declared war and sent an invad- 
ing army into Belgium. The Belgians were 
quickly routed, but their enemies retired 
to the north after the advance of a French 
‘army.

The news that aeroplanes and dirigi- 
bles have been dropping on defenceless 
towns is only another evidence of the 
tremendously conflicting reports that will 
attend war in the air. The vast theatre 
of action afforded by the air is conducive 
to just such misconceptions of what air 
graft are really doing. Their appearance 
on the scene is so sudden and their at- 
tack so swift that there can be no clear 
realization of what has oecurred until in- 
vestigation follows.

THE JAFFA MASSACRE, 


When Napoleon arrived before the 
walls of Jaffa he found a garrison of 
4,000 Turks, with forty guns, deter- 
mined with Moslem fanaticism to re- 
sist his entry into the town. While he 
was directing the assault on the place 
a musket Dall carried away his hat 
and struck dead a colonel who stood 
behind him, and who was 5 feet 190 
inches tall. “That is the second time,” 
the Little Corporal remarked, ‘that I 
owe my life to my height.” 

When, after two days of bombard- 
ment, the French rushed into Jaffa 
with orders to kill all persone in arms, 
some Albanians shouted from the win- 
dows of a big khan, or Arabian inn, 
that they with 2,000 other survivors 
of the Turkish garrison had taken 'ref- 
uge in the khan and would fight to 
the death or surrender only on condi- 
tion that their lives be spared. Not- 
withstanding the orders were to “take 
no prisoners” in a town that had to be 
carried by storm, and whose governor 
had cut off the head of a messenger, 
the terms were accepted. 

“Why in the devil's name hhve they 
done this?’ Napoleon exclaimed as he 
saw from his tent the band of cap- 
tives approaching. He was without 
food for prisoners, without ships to 
send them away from the theater of 
war, and even without men to spare 
for a prison guard. If he set them free 
they would hasten to join the army 
of Dejezzar, at Acte.

Our guides were not only hunters, | lean 


but cattle herders. The coarse dead 
grass is burned to make room for the 
green young grass on which the cat- 
tle thrive. Every now and then one 
of the men, as he rode ahead of us, 
without leaving the saddle, would 
drop a lighted match into a tussock 
of tall dead blades; and even as we 
who were behind rode by tongues of 
hot flame would be shooting up and 
a local prairie fire would have started. 

Kermit took Nips of with him for 
a solitary hunt one day. He shot two 
of the big marsh deer, a buck and a 
doe, and preserved them as museum 
specimens. They were in the papyrus 
growth, but their stomachs contained 
only the fine marsh grass which 
grows in the Water and on the land 
alon,,\the edges of the swamps; the 
papyrus is used only for cover, not 
for food. The buck had two big 
scent-glands beside the nostrils; in 
the doe these were rudimentary. On 
this day Kermit also came across a 
herd of the big, flerce white-lipped 
peccary; at the sound of their grunt- 
ing Nips promptly spurred his horse 
and took\to his heels, explaining that 
the peccaries would charge them, 
hamstring the horses, and kill the

At 
the &rst shallow ford, as horses and 
dogs splashed across, an alligator, the 
jacare-tina, some five feet long, float- 
ed unconcernedly among the splash- 
ing hoofs and paws; evidently at 
night it did not hear us. 

Hour after hour we shogged along. 
Then the night grew ghostly with the 
first dim gray of the duwn. The sky 
had become overcast. The sun rose. 
red and angry through broken clouds; 
his disk flamed behind the tall, slen- 
der columns of the palms, and lit the 
waste fields of papyrus. The black 
monkeys howled mournfully. The 
birds awoke. Macaws, parrots, para- 
quets screamed at us and chattered 


at us as we rode by. Ibis called with, 


wailing voices, and the  plovers 
shrieked as they wheeled in the air. 
We waded across bayous and ponds, 
where white lilies floated on the 
water and thronging Iilac-flowers 
splashed the green marsh with color. 

At last, on the edge of a patch of 
jungle, in wet ground, we came on 
fresh jaguar tracks. Both the jaguar

challenged the sign. They 
were unleashed and galloped along 
the trail, while the other dogs noisily 
accompanied them. The hunt led 
right through the marsh. Evidently 
the jaguar had not the least distaste 
for water. Probably ' it had been 
hunting for capybaras or tapire, and 
it had gone straight through ponds 
and long, winding, narrow ditches or 
bayous, where it must now and then 
have had to swim for a atroke or 
two. It had also wandered through 
the island-like stetches of tree-cover.: 
ed land, the trees at.this point being 
palms the 
taruman is almost as big as a live 
oak, with glossy follage and a fruit 
like an olive. 

The quickened, the 
pack burst into velling and howling:

KILLING 
THE JAGUAR. 

It was a beautiful picture—-the 
spotted coat of the big, lithe, formid- 
able cat fairly shone as it snarled 
defiance at the pack below. I did not 
trust the pack; the dogs were not 
stanch, and if the jaguar came down 
and started I feared we might lose 
it. So I fired at once, from a distance 
of seventy yards. I was using my fa- 
vorite rifle, the little Springfield with

|which I have killed most kinds of 
|African game, from the lion and ele- 


phant down; the bullets were the 
sharp-pointed kind; with the end of 
naked lead. At the shot the jaguar 
fell like a sack of sand through the 
branches, and although it staggered 
to its feet it went but a score of 
yards before it sank down, and when 
I came up it was dead under the 
palme, with three or four of the 
bolder dogs riving at it. 

The jaguar is the king of South 
American game, ranking on an equal- 
ity with the noblest beasts of the 
chase of North America, and behind 
only the huge and fierce creatures 
which stand at the head of the big 
game of Africa and Asia. This one 
was an adult female. It was heavier 
and ‘more powerful than a full-grown 
male cougar, or African panther, or 
leopard. It was a big, powerfully built 
creature, giving the same effect of 
strength that a tiger or lion does, and 
that the lithe leopards and pumas do 
not. Its flesh, by the way, proved 
good eating, when we had it for sup- 
per, although it was not cooked in 
the way it ought to have been. I tried 
it because I had found cougars such 
good eating; I have always regretted

day came Kermit’s turn. We 
had the miscellaneous pack with

About 10 in the morning we came 
to a long, deep, winding bayou. On 
the opposite bank stook a capyDara, 
looking like a blunt-nosed pig, its wet 
hide shining black. I killed it, and it 
slid into the water. Then I found that 
the bayou extended for a mile or two 
in each direction, and the two hunter- 
guides said they did not wish to swim 
across for fear of the piranhas. Just 
at this moment we came across fresh 
jaguar tracks. It was hot, we had 
been traveling for five hours, and the 
dogs were much exhausted. The black 
hound in particular was nearly done 
up. We had to throw water over him; 
then, as he snuffed the scent, he chal- 
lenged loudly. 

Evidently the big cat was not far 
distant. Soon we found where it had 
swum across the bayou. Piranhas or 
no piranhas, we now intended to get 
across; and we tried to force our 
horses in at what seemed a likely 
spot. The matted growth of water 
plants with their leathery, slippery 
stems, formed an unpleasant barrier, 
as the water was swimming-deep for 
the horses. The latter were very un- 
willing to attempt the passage. 

Kermit finally forced his trse 
through the tangled mass, swimming, 
plunging, and struggling. He left a 
lane of clear water, through which we 
swam after him. The dogs splashed 
and swam behind us. On the other 
bank they struck the fresh trail and 
followed it at a run. It led into a long 
belt of timber, chiefly composed of 
low-growing nacury palms, with long, 
drooping, many-fronded branches. In 
silhouette they suggest coarse bam- 
boos; the nuts hang in big clusters 
and look like bunches of small, un- 
ripe bananas. Among the lower palms 
were scattered some big, ordinary 
trees. We cantered along outside the 
timber belt, listening’ to the dogs 
within; and in a moment a burst of 
yelling clamor from the pack told 
that the jaguar was afoot. 

These few minutes are the really 
exciting moments in the chase, with 
hounds, of any big cat that will tree. 
The furious baying of the pack, the 
shouts and cheers of encouragement 
from the galloping horsemen, the

However, about as soon as the long- 
drawn howling and eager yelping 
showed that the jaguar had been 
overtaken, we saw him, a huge male, 
up in the branches of a great fig tree. 
A bullet behind the shoulder, from 
Kermit’s 405 Winchester, brought 
him dead to the ground. He was 
heavier than the very big male horse- 
killing cougar I shot in Colorado, 
whose skull Hart Merriam reported 
as the biggest he had ever seen; he 
was very nearly double the weight of 
any of the male African leopards we 
shot; he was nearly or quite the 
weight of the smallest of the adult 
African lionesses we shot while in 
Africa. He had the big bones, the 
stout frame, and the heavy muscular 
build of a small lion; he was not 
lithe and slender and long like a 
cougar or leopard; the tail, as with all 
jaguars, was short, while the girth of 
the body was great; coat was 
beautiful, with a satiny and 
the dark-brown spots on the gold of 
his back, head and sides were hardly 
as conspicuous as the black of the 
equally well-marked spots against his 
white belly. 


KING OF SOUTH 
AMERICAN BEASTS. 


This was a well-known jaguar. He 
had occasionally indulged in cattle- 
killing; on one occasion during the 
floods he had taken up his abode 
near the ranch-house and had killed 
a couple of cows and a young steer. 
The hunters had followed him, but he 
had made his escape, and for the 
time being had abandoried the neigh- 
borhood. . 

In these marshes each jaguar had 
a wide, irregular range and traveled 
a good deal, perhaps only passing a 
day or two in a given locality, per 
haps spending a week where game 
was plentiful. Jaguars love the water. 
They drink greedily and swim freely. 
In this country they rambled through 
the night across the marshes and 
prowled along the edges of the ponds 
and bayous, catching the capyDaras 
and the caymans; for these small 
pond caymans, the jacafte-tinga, form 
part of their habitual food, and a big 
jaguar when hungry will attack and 
kill large caymans and crocodiles if 
he can get them a few yards from the 
water. 

On these marshes the jaguars also 
followed the peccary herds; it is said 
that they always strike the hindmost 
of a band of the fierce little wild pigs. 
Elsewhere they often prey on the 
tapir. If in timber, however, the 
jaguar must kill it at once, for the 
squat, thick-skinned, wedge-shaped 
tapir has no respect for timber, as 
Colonel Rondon phrased it, and 
rushes with such blind, headling 
speed through and among branches 
and trunks that if not immediately 
killed it brushes the jaguar off, the 
claws leaving long, raking scarfs in 
the tough hide. 

The jaguar will not meddle with a 
big bull; and is cautious about at- 
tacking a herd accompanied by a 
bull; but it will at times, where wild 
game is scarce, kill every other do- 
mestic animal. It is a thirsty brute, 
and if it kills far from water will 
often drag its victim a long distance,

In this particular netghborhood the 
ordinary jaguars molested the cattle 
;and horses hardly at all etcept now 
;and then to kill calves. It was only 
|oceasionally that under special cir- 
}cumstances some old male took to 
' cattle-killing. There were plenty of 
capybaras and deer, and evidently the 
big spotted cats preferred the easier 
|prey when it was available; exactly 
as in Africa we found the lions livine 
exclusively on zebra and antelope. 
‘and not molesting the buffalo and do. 
|Mestic cattle, which in other parts of 
|Africa furnish their almost exclusive 
prey. In some other neighborhoods, 
not far distant, our hosts informed »< 
that the jaguars lived almost exc! 
sively on horses and cattle 
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‘OF HUNTERS. 


They also told us that the cougars 
had the same habits as the jacuars 
except that they did not prey on such 
big animals. The cougars on this 
ranch never molested the foals, a fact 
Which astonished me. as in the 
Rockies they are the worst enem 
of foals. It was interesting to find 
that my hosts, and the mixed-blood 
hunters and ranch workers, combined 
special knowledge of many of the 
habits of these big cate with a curi- 
Ous ignorance of other matters con- 
cerning them and a readiness to he. 
lieve fables about them. This was 
precisely what I had found to be the 
case with the old-time North Amer. 
ican hunters, in discussing the puma 
bear and Wolf, and with the English 
and Boer hunters of Africa when they 
spoke of the lion and rhinoceros. 
Until the habit of scientifie accuracy 
in observation and record is achieved 
and until specimens are preserved 
and carefully compared. entirely 
truthful men, at home in the wilder- 
ness, will whole-heartedly accept, and 
repeat as matters of gospel faith. 
theories which split the £rizzlv and 
black bears of each locality in the 
United States, and the lions and 
black rhinos of South Africa. or the 
juguars and pumas of any different 
species, all with widely different 
habits. 

They will, moreover, describe these 
imaginary habits with such sincerity 
and minuteness that they deceive 
most listeners; and the result some- 
times is that an otherwise good nat- 
uralist will perpetuate these fables. as 
Hudson did when he wrote of the 
puma. Hudson was a Cdpital ob- 
server and writer when he dealt with 
the ordinary birds and mammals of 
the well-settled districts near Buenos 
Ayres and at the mouth of the Rio 
Negro; but he knew nothing of the 
Wilderness. This is no reflection on 
him; his books are great favorites 
of mine, and are to a large degree 
models of what such books should 
be; I only wish that there were hun- 
dreds of such writers and observers 
who would give us similar books for 
all parts of America. But it is a mis. 
take to accept him as an authority on 
that concerning which he was ig- 
norant. 
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In the next article Colonel Roose- 
velt will tell of some strange experi- 
ences while hunting along the bank 
of the Taquary and of the remarkable 
bird life of that practically wunex- 


| plored region. 
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
